Specifically, in the rejection.it is stated that it is within the level of ordinary engineering skill to convert a process from continuous to 
batch. In the instant case, instead of cutting the continuous cast strip as per the prior art, the process is done as a batch so that the 
cutting does not have to be done. It would have been within the expected skill of a routineer in the art to create the batch in such a size 
that no cutting of the strip was necessary. Applicant has asserted unexpected properties produced by the presently claimed method (at 
page 3, lines 11-21 of the specification), however, no comparative data have been shown to prove the asserted properties. If data were 
provided showing that the asserted features of the invention are demonstrated, the rejection over JP 59-92103 would be overcome.
